Damage from Barbed Wire Fenoea, 


Justice Magic, of the Supreme Oourt 


ot New Jersey, baa made a decision on 
tbe subject of barbed-wire fenoe* which 
will be of wide interest It appears that 
one Hudson bad a field inoloeed with a 
barbed-wire fence, and Mr. Polak owned 
a fine oolt which be pat to pattare in a 
in afield adjoining that of Hudson. The 
oolt received injuries from the fence that 
neoesflitited its being killed, and Polak 
sued Hndsoii for its \alue. Judge Magie, 
in delivering an opinion in the case, held 
aa follows: 


"No owner of a field has a right to 


erect any fence without taking into con- 
sideration the natural habits of the ani- 
mals that are likely to be kept in the ad- 
joining field, their habits in their playfnl- 
nesa, their disposition to stray, even tbeir 
disposition to break through, and that 
any fence which is likely, from tbe habits 
of the animal*, to produce Injury to tbem 
is illegal, and the per ton erecting it is 
liable tor tbe damage it does. 


If this .decision shall be sustained in 


the general adjudication of the subject it 
will be greatly detrimental to the barbed- 
wire fence Industry. It is said that the 
barbed-wire manufacturers wfll interest 
themwlTM in the case, and will appeal it 
to tha highest courts.

They had a 
little house among the pines, in one of 
the most 
romantic regions of the 


ranee. 
A bunting-party wa» formed 


fur my especial entertainment, and the 
night before, as a prelude to the mor- 
row's excitement, we listened around 
the tire to the wild stories of the 
mountaineers.
